Real Old-Timer Gone 


aa en 


Patrick Byrnes, who died in Ha- 
monton on March 29th last, was one 
of the real old-timers of the city, and 
during his long residence here saw it 
develop from a small town to the fine 
and progressive city it is today. Mr 
Byrnes was born in County Armagh, 
Ireland, 73 years ago. He came over 
in 1867, going first to Philadelphia. 
In ‘82 he felt the lure of the Great 
West, and came out to Edmonton, 
making the journey up the Saskatehe- 
wun River in company with the late

LEFT BRUSSELS 


American Minister to Belgium De- 
seribes His Departure from 
Over-run Country, 

Berne, April 4, via Paris—-Brand 
Whitlock; American minister to Bel- 
sium, reached Berne at 6 o'clock this 
evening, looking worn and weary. 

Mr. Whitlock described his depar- 
ture from Brussels as extremely 
touching. The Lelgians, who since the 
breach of relations between the Unit- 
ed States and Germany have been 
pathetically anxious lest the departure 
of the Americans might mean starva- 
tion for them, gathered by thousands 
at the Gare du Nord to say farewell, It 
was feared that there would be some 
demonstrations which would bring 
down the anger of the German auth- 
orities and cause some reprisal on the 
Lelgians, but the latter realizing this 
themselves, remained almost entirely 
silent, although many wept. As the 
train pulled out of the station an oc- 
casional “Vive Amerique,” broke the 
quiet, but the majority stood with bar- 
ed heads and contented themselves 
with waving hands and handkerchiefs,
